Five Hundred Protest FPHA Rent Raise 


Protest Group 
Seeks Meeting 
With Officials

At last Monday night’s Citizens 
Association meeting a Greenbelt 
Rent Increase Committee was ap¬ 
pointed to take care of the resi¬ 
dents before the proper authori¬ 
ties to seek a more satisfactory 
solution to the rental problem. 
Last Tuesday night the committee 
met at the home of Abraham 
Chasnow, 11-T Ridge rd., to dis¬ 
cuss a plan of action. Martin Mil¬ 
ler, 17-A Ridge rd. was elected 
chairman of the committee and it 
was decided that he would act as 
spokesman for the committee on 
all information released to the 
newspapers. 

A night letter was sent to the 
Director of the Federal Public 
Housing Authority requesting an 
appointment for an interview to 
be held sometime early next week. 
At this meeting the Committee 
will present the grievances of the 
local residents pertaining to the 
new graded rent program going 
into effect on June 1st. 

Mr. Miller stated: “The citizens 
are circulating a petition protest¬ 
ing the anticipated rental increase 
and all families are urged to sign 
it so that the petition can be pre¬ 
sented to the FPHA officials as 
proof that the Greenbelt residents 
are dissatisfied with the new pro¬ 
gram. It will also serve as proof 
that this Committee appointed by 
“The citizens really have the sincere 
backing of the residents in pre¬ 
senting this protest.” 

The Committee will seek a post¬ 
ponement of the effective date of 
the new graded rent program so 
that a satisfactory solution to this 
community problem can be worked 
out in conjunction wih FPHA of¬ 
ficials. Various data has been 
presented and accumulated by the 
Committee to justify the dissatis¬ 
faction created by the new pro¬ 
gram and will be presented to the 
proper authorities. 

Chairman Miller stated that the 
Committee will issue its full re¬ 
port to the citizens of Greenbelt 
immediately following the discus¬ 
sion with the FPHA offcals. “It is 
to be hoped”, Mr. Miller declared, 
“that a solution will be arrived at 
at this meeting with FPHA that 
wll be fair and equitable for the 
residents”. 

Enrollment Sought For 
New Canteen Course 

A Red Cross canteen course for 
women who have completed the 
preliminary course in nutrition, 
is beng prepared by Mrs. Jose¬ 
phine McGuire, instructor, it was 
announced this week. 

The course is to instruct women 
in serving at Red Cross canteens, 
Mrs. McGuire explained. A pre¬ 
requisite for the course is that 
candidates have completed the 
course in nutrition. In view of the 
fact that two nutrition courses 
have been held, it is anticipated 
that a sufficient number of stu¬ 
dents as well as others who may 
be qualified for the canteen course.

Where We Stand 

The Cooperator is not opposed to the principle of basing 
rents upon the ability of the tenant families to pay. We 
have little sympathy, though, for those—whose improved 
fortunes are due at least in part to Greenbelt—who can 
find nothing more constructive to do than to rationalize 
the Government’s continuing to subsidize their rent at the 
expense of low-income workers who need the assistance 
Greenbelt offers in maintaining a decent minimum standard 
of living. 

However, we recognize the Validity and- constructiveness 
of certain of the objections advanced by opponents of the 
housing authority’s plan. 

One is that allowances should be made for the number 
of children in a family. Children are always regarded as 
assets by any government, and the expenses incidental to 
raising a family are recognized and allowed for by the 
Government for income tax purposes. It would seem legiti¬ 
mate, therefore, to make similar allowances in computing 
family rentals. The principle of including total family in¬ 
come in applying the rental formula we believe to be fair- 

Another valid objection is to the use of the 20 percent 
factor in the determining of the optimum rental. In these 
days of inflationary food costs the amount of food taken 
from the low-income family is proportionately—in terms 
of adequate nutrition—much greater than that taken from 
the upper-bracket families. The scale should be graduated 
much more steeply, and should be correlated to “real in¬ 
come” rather than dollar income in order to have its eifect 
fall with more nearly proportionate weight in terms of cost 
in standard of living. 

Finally we deplore the fact that the authorities have 
abandoned the original plan to keep Greenbelt a low-in- 
come community. For income groups above $3900, the $65 
limit.represents a progressively lower cost of rent, which 
permits these relatively fortunate families to remain here 
at the expense of (1) low-income families in Greenbelt, 
who pay a proportionately higher rent, and (2) of low in¬ 
come groups outside of Greenbelt who are prevented from 
moving here and sharing the’ life of this community.

Questions and Answers on the Proposed Rent Raises 


Here are some of the more com¬ 
prehensive inquiries fired at the 
Administration during the recent 
record breaking Citizens Associa- 
ton meetng. These questions rep¬ 
resent fairly accurately a wide 
variety of the problems inherent 
in the FPHA rent raise for a ma¬ 
jority of Greenbelt residents, the 
answers to them are a matter for 
personnel evaluation. 

Question: If Greenbelt was 

built as it was because private 
housing cost too much, why com¬ 
pare it with private housing now 
and make it subscribe to the same 
standard. 

Answer: People in private 

housing have a hard time of it 


now, too. There are two alterna¬ 
tives as a solution to the situa¬ 
tion: either force those over the 
income to move, or grade the 
rents. 

Question: Why must those 
whose incomes are below or equal 
to the original income restrictions 
pay more rent in order to allow 
those whose incomes are over the 
maximum restrictions to stay in 
Greenbelt? 

Answer: “We had to start some¬ 
where.” 

Question: Why is the service¬ 
man’s income included in the over¬ 
all compution? 

Answer: It is really part of 
the income. In cases of a drafted 
head of the family, rent will be 


reviewed”. 

Question: Why are there no 
exemptions for minor children, es¬ 
pecially when the father is in 
service and the working mother 
must pay for care for the child¬ 
ren? 

Answer: There are no facili¬ 
ties for making the survey en¬ 
tailed. 

Among the more pertinent sug¬ 
gestions was a plan whereby rents 
would be raised only when the in¬ 
come rose to within twenty-five 
per cent of the maximum income 
restriction, and the rental increase 
would be scheduled as one fifth of 
the amount over the standard re¬ 
striction.

Boston taxpayer”, lash at the town 
management for indifference to 
the financial problems of Green- 
belters. 

Declaring that Mr. Braden, Mr. 
Rysticken, and Mrs. Kinzer were 
“hampering the war effort by en¬ 
couraging the rise in rents”, Oro- 
tor Hennessey urged those present 
to refuse to pay the new rents. 
The thundering applause which 
followed his brief speech set the 
pattern for the rest of the meet¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Martin Miller took the floor 
to point out that living costs were 
risng, that the President had is¬ 
sued his famous “hold the line” 
order, and that rent increases at 
this time would contribute to in¬ 
flation. 

Mr. Arthur Rysticken, Assistant 
Community Manager, attempted to 
answer questions and rebut the ar- ' 
guments advanced by speaker af¬ 
ter speaker. He and Mi’. Braden 
called attention to the fact that 
the average income of Greenbelt 
residents had increased from 
$1594. in 1939 to $2962 in 1943, 
and that the average rental was 
only advancing from $31.50 to 
$44. This meant, according to Mr. 
Rysticken that whereas formerly 
rents took 24 per cent of the com- 
.munity income, rents even under 
the new schedule only took 17 per 
cent of the income. It was ex¬ 
plained that 20 per cent of the 
average person’s income goes for 
rent, and that Greenbelters were 
still better off than persons who 
were not enjoying the benefits of 
subsidized housing. 

Furthermore, as Mr. Rysticken 
explained, persons outside Gi’een- 
belt also had to meet increases in 
living costs, but regardless of in¬ 
come they were paying ceiling 
rents. Under the new Greenbelt 
rent schedule only those with the 
highest incomes, approximately 35 
per cent of the residents, would 
have to pay ceiling rents. Persons 
with lower incomes will pay on a 
graded scale so that those with 
the smallest incomes will have no 
increase in rent at all. 

The Committee on Rent Increa¬ 
ses. appointed by the Chair-man, 
Mr. Joseph Comproni, was direct¬ 
ed in a motion introduced by Mr. 
Abe Chasanow to “ask reconsidera¬ 
tion of the change in rentals and 
adjust them on a more equitable 
basis which will include recogni¬ 
tion of size of family, minor 
children, increased costs of living, 
and other factors.” Committee 
members were Messrs. Miller, 
Hennegsy, Chasanow, Griffin, 
Morrison, and Mrs. Unelli. 

The rent question has been a 
Greenbelt discussion topic ever 
since the first resident arrived. To 
gan admittance each resident has 
had to show that his income did 
not exceed certain maxima: $1650 
for a married couple; $1800 for a 
couple with one child; $2000 for a 
couple with two children, and so 
on. A 25 per cent increase in in¬ 
come was allowed before a resi¬ 
dent was asked to move. In 1940 
a Citizens Association Committee 
visited Dr. Will Alexander, Ad¬ 
ministrator of Farm Security Ad¬ 
ministration, and asked that per¬ 
sons over the income limits be al¬ 
lowed to remain by building their 
own houses or by paying increased 
rents. It was agreed theij to place

To the Editors: 

For quite some time the administration has been hold¬ 
ing out the promise of a green summer to those defense 
homes as yet bereft of lawn. Wei really believe that efforts 
have been made to procure this grass. We fear, however, 
that these efforts have been to little avail. At least no 
tangible evidence has as yet met our dust rimmed eyes. To 
hasten, if possible, the sodding or seeding of our landscape, 
we tender this suggestion: 

The tenants who are so inclined, could sod and seed 
the lawns themselves. The sod and seed could be furnished 
by the Administration. A minimum of expert supervision 
on the part of official landscapers would assure success of 
the work. As an inducement to the tenants, a reimburse¬ 
ment of the labor cost thus avoided by the Administration 
could be made to the working tenants in the form of credit 
against their rent. 

In this manner another bond of cooperation, between the 
tenants and the Administration could be forged. The 
tenants would really appreciate the grass so justly earned 
by the sweat of their brow if they really thought their 
cooperation was appreciated. On, the other hand, the Ad¬ 
ministration could show itself to be truly interested in the 
.-^welfare of the inhabitants of our fair community by offer¬ 
ing tangible encouragement in the form of rent credits to 
the full amount saved. Naturally, many wrinkles would 
have to be ironed out of this idea before its successful im¬ 
plementation would be assured. 

However, we feel that it has some merit and are quite 
anxious to see if it can be put into effect in the near future. 

How now—what think ye?

He is the last ditch in any defense' of figures, and an amaz¬ 
ing pliable interpretation can be applied to his activities. 

It is well to remember that he is a myth, more easily ex¬ 
ploded than most. 

When the figures start flying and you find that according 
to documentary evidence you are really paying less rent 
under the new schedule (according to your income) than 
you were under the old, remember that, if twelve families 
earn 81,000 a year each and one family earns 88,000 a 
year, the average income for the group will be statistically 
accounted for at 8L538.46 a year.—B. S.

To Hang or 
Not To Hang? 

To the Editors: 

After reading the editorial on 
the regulations restriction clothes 
and clotheslines, I’d like to add 
my bit. No doublt you’ve had 
various expressions, but I feel 
this is “one for the book.” 

I am the mother of three- 
month-old triplets. Due to war¬ 
time conditions, we ara unable to 
secure competent domestic help 
or buy any such item as a wash¬ 
ing machine. I do all the work 
myself, as we are far away from 
home and there are no relations 
to lend a helping hand. My day 
begins at 5 and ends at 11, and 
any mother can tell you there is 
little time for rest even with one 
baby, so I can’t really be ac¬ 
cused of wasting time. 

Yet—the management “insists” 
that I do no laundry on Sunday. 
When Monday is a rainy day and 
it often is—and sometimes it 
rains on both Saturday and Mon¬ 
day—I not only am thrown off 
the schedule so necessary to 
babies, but my work seems 
doubled. 

I have appealed for some con¬ 
sideration of this problem but 
not only do I get an unconditional 
“No,” no constructive sugges¬ 
tions have been forthcoming. It’s 
just like knocking my head 
against a stone wall. 

D)on’t misunderstand me—I’m 
not complaining about the long 
hours or the hard work—I, with 
a husband in the Service, realize 
that all of us are working longer 
and harder. But there are those of 
Greenbelt who don’t seem to 
realize that war is here, too, and 
although a woman’s job of home¬ 
making is considerably less 
glamorous than that of those in 
uniform, it’s just as important. 
Not only is there a war to be 
won, but there’s a generation to 
be built! And I can’t say I 
think mothers in Greenbelt are 
getting much help. 

Now I’ll descend from my 
“soap box” speech making. I’m 
hoping that something can be 
done about this situation. Let 
the authorities follow my foot¬ 
steps for a day, especially on 
Monday, and I’m quite willing to 
bet there’s be some action. I’m 
sure that other mothers in Green¬ 
belt, especially with two or three 
tiny children, will back me up on 
this issue.

Swedish Co-Ops Aid In 
Breaking Black Markets 

Two of America’s ace corres¬ 
pondents wired from Stockholm to 
their home newspaper syndicates 
this week the news that the Swed¬ 
ish co-operatives have helped con¬ 
trol the threat of black markets 
and that the reserves built up by 
the co-ops have helped Sweden 
during the crisis. 

Raymond Clapper, in a syndi¬ 
cated story May 7, reported, 
“There is some black market ac¬ 
tivity, but co-operatives are so 
widespread that marketing is all 
pretty much under control.” 

Marquis Childs, author of “Swe¬ 
den, the Middle Way” is revisiting 
Sweden and doing a series of ar¬ 
ticles on Sweden in the crisis. 
Childs reports that nearly half of 
Sweden’s 6,500,000 people are af¬ 
filiated with consumer co-opera¬ 
tives and that almost without ex¬ 
ception Swedish farmers belong to 
marketing co-operatives. “This is 
a big reason,” he concludes, “why 
almost no black market exists.” 

Childs also reports that in 1939 
the Swedish co-ops bought twelve 
million dollars worth of strategic 
materials o n the world market 
which helped all of Sweden 
through the crisis. The irony of 
the situation, he points out, was 
that under the wartime laws, the 
co-ops had to share their reserves 
with private retailers and that 
nearly one-half of the co-op supply 
of coffee, for example, was turned 
over to private merchants.

a moratorium on rents for present 
residents while they built their 
own homes through the Greenbelt 
Homeowners Cooperative. In No¬ 
vember 1941 an order to vacate by 
March, 1942 was issued to all ex¬ 
cess income families not members 
of the Cooperative. This order 
was never enforced, nor were the 
Homeowners ever able to build 
their houses, for by 1942 the war 
had skyrocketed building costs and 
war-workers had occupied the 
houses to which Greenbelters were 
to move.
